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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The clainn amendments are not considerable 
and the rejections provided within the final office action are sufficient to address the amended claims. Examiner also accepts the 
cancellation of claims 2 and 6. Within the remarks portion of the amendment, the applicant's representative expresses how claimed 
elements are not "anticipated" or "inherent." The examiner would like to remind the applicant's representative that a 103 rejection was 
provided and not a 102 rejection, hence claim elements do not have to be anticipated nor do they have to be inherent. Rather, under a 
103 rejection, claim elements have to exist within the prior art or be well known in the art. The applicant's representative then expresses 
concern over the claimed trait of "filter" means. The examiner provided the applicant two prior arts, Szymansky and Shani. In regards to 
this issue, Szymansky teaches how a PDA wirelessly communicates with a computer server within a network (column 2, lines 15-23, 
Szymansky). In addition, Szymansky teaches how wireless devices are managed and the wireless client is authorized to communicate 
(column 4, lines 10-18, Szymansky). This authorization process represents a means by which to "filter," since not all data can 
transmitted within the network. Only authorized devices may transmit data at a given time. As for not transmitting important data 
wirelessly, this is well known in the art (column 1, lines 36-40, Shani). 
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
